Rain was falling in Southern Mis- 
sourl, Southern Illinois and South- 
ern Indiana, and the forecast was 
for light to moderate rains in the 
entire Ohio Valley later in the day. 

U. 8. Forecaster H. A. Downs, 
Chicago, said that the mild tem- 
peratures and rain would cause con- 
siderable melting today of snow 
that fell on the area last week, but 
that the condition would be slowed 
tomorrow by colder and generally 
fair weather in Tennessee, Ken- 
tucky, Ohio-and eastward across 
West Virginia and Pennsylvania. 

The Ohio River was surging over 
flood stages in Kentucky as the 
crest of a seasonal flood sweeping 
down from the Alleghenies moved 
rapidly toward Louisville. 

At Cincinnati the Ohio River was 
3.98 feet above the 52-foot flood 
level and a 58 or 59-foot crest was 
expected by tomorrow. At Marietta, 
above Cincinnati, the river was fall- 
ing after rising to 33.4 feet—26 feet 
below the flood level.

completely new Party Constitution, 
giving to the Party a more national 
character and a broader basis for 
its work. 

The new Constitution declares 
that the name of the Party is 
“Partido Communista Mexicano,” 
(Mexican Communist Party), afmffili- 
ated with the Communist Interna- 
tional. 

Important changes in the para- 
graph on the rights and duties of 
members include that every mem- 
ber earning more than 75 pesos per 
month must be a subscriber of La 
Voz de Mexico the Party's daily 
paper. 

Another provision says: “It is the 
duty of every member to fight with 
all his energies against fascists, 
Trotzkyites, and, in general, against 
all the enemies of the Party, the 
working class and the people.” 

Another point of extended dis- 
cussion was around the provision of 
the Constitution that “all members 
who shall hold elective or adminis- 
trative positions shall pay to the 
Party treasury 50 per cent of their 
incomes and per diem grants ex- 
ceeding their usual wages or sal- 


This paragraph was finally passed 
with the qualification that the Na- 
tional Committee of the Party 
would take into consideration 
special circumstances in individual 
cases.

DEPUTY SHOT 


Deputy Ochoa Renteria was seri- 
ously wounded by a shot into the 
stomach, fired by one Vivero Cas- 
tillo, 18, in front of the Department 
of Agriculture building last Friday 
afternoon. 

Ochoa Renteria was immediately 
taken to a hospital, where an op- 
eration was performed. Upon ar- 
rest the youth maintained that the 
shot went off accidentally when he 
was showing the pistol to an em- 
ploye of the Department. The ac- 
cident theory has been accepted for 
the present, awaiting further in- 
vestigation by the Federal authori- 
ties. 

Of these delagtes 79 were women 
and 102 youth representatives.

Shift Cops 


Tiger Leader Made Him

John F. Curry, former head of

The transfers, he related, were 
made in 1933 at the request of 
Hines, in order to have certain po- 
licemen who were raiding and ar- 
resting in the policy racket removed 
to other precincts. 

Curry, once a bosom friend of 
Hines, was deposed as Tammany 
head in 1934. Thereafter, he and 
Hines became enemies because the 
latter at that time withdrew his 


trict Attorney Dewey's questioning, 
that Hines had financed the elec- 
tion of former Tammany District 
Attorney William C. Dodge. 

The former Tammany chief said 
he passed Hines’ requests for police 
transfers on to then Police Commis- 
sioner James S. Boylan, who carried 
out the changes.

NEW YORK STATE HEALTH | 


(Shecial te the Daily Worker) 

ALBANY, Feb. 6. — The 1938 
health record for New York State 
was the best reported in history, 
with the lowest mortality ever ex- 
perienced, according to the annual 
report of the State Department of 
Health, made public today by Dr. 
J. V. DePorte, director of the divi- 
sion of vital statistics. 

Relatively low occurrence of most 
of the commumicable diseases and 
absence of extremes in weather, 
were cited by Dr. De Porte as main 
contributing factors to the un- 
commonly high level of the phy- 
sical well-being of the people of 


Compared with 1937, the number 
of births in the State increased by 
three thousand, the highest in four 
years, and the number of deaths 
decreased by seven thousand. The 
outstanding exceptions to the de- 
cline in death rates from practi- 
cally all causes, were cancer and 
diseases of the heart, which showed 
a mortality slightly above the pre- 
vious high figures.

mum, representing an increase of 
2 per cent about the 1937 rate. 
With these two exceptions, the mor- 
tality from all of the other import- 
ant causes was unusually favorable. 
The influenza death rate (3.5) was 
the lowest, by far, in the history of 
the State, being 65 per cent under 
the 1937 mortalit. The death rate 
from pneumonia, all forms, (61.4) 
was 27 per cent lower than the rate 
in the preceding year. Among the 
other record-low rates were those 
from tuberculosis, all forms, (48.2), 
acute and chronic nephritis (67.9), 
tphoid and paratyphoid fever (0.4). 
The homicide rate (3:1) has never 
been lower, the number of homicides 
(423) being only slightly more than 
half of the maximum recorded 
seven years ago. The number of 


suicides has not decreased, the rate 


(15.8) being equal to that of the 
year before.

„ A. F. of L. members who have been look- 
ing to the Miami meeting of the Executive 
Council for some step toward unity, will be 
dismayed by Matthew Woll’s attack on the 
American Federation of Teachers. 

“What trust can we place in the protesta- 
tions of the Council die-hards that they want 
unity with the CIO,” the rank-and-file can 
well ask, “when they are now threatening 
to expel one of the most flourishing unions 
within the A. F. of L. itself?” 

Woll's red-baiting attack is centered on 
the AFT principally for supporting its pow- 
erful New York locals, numbering 10,000 
organized teachers.

„Mussolini is not-so-gently breaking the 
news (news only to those who were misled 
* ascist lying) that Italian fascist troops 

Franco territory to stay. They are

York Times’ “new” Rome correspondent, Camille M.

Italian fascism realizes its 
criminal job is just begun. Loyalist Spain fights on. 
But also the Italian invaders fear the Spanish people 
in their rear, even in fascist-ruled territory. 

Cianfarra mentions three Spanish fascist generals 
in Francos entourage who are not satisfied with the 
lavish promises Rome's Spanish stooge has made to 
Mussolini. Also, these generals are already fighting 
among themselves to determine who will be top hang- 
man. The name given in the cable from Rome—in- 
ferring that Italian fascist leaders have discussed them 
—are Jose Varela, Juan Vague and Gonzalo Quiepo 
de Llano. 


Admission that one of Mussolini's prime reasons for 
retention of Italian fascist armies in Spain is to carry 
om war against France, is contained in an Italian 
fascist newspaper. 

Resto del Carlino of Bologna on Sunday in an edi- 
torial, wrote:

‘The situation of France would become particu- 
larly difficult if Spain fell under the dominating in- 
fluence of a strong Mediterranean power such as 
Italy, for this latter country wonld thereby obtain 
an absolutely preponderant base in the Western 
Mediterranean.”

In their war plans against all the democracies, the 
Nazis have paid special attention to encirclement of 
France by pushing Mussolini up to tee Pyrenees. 
Thus, the Nazi professor Hans Hallman in his book,

The Rome-Berlin axis projects for attacking France 
from the South are more ambitious. 

Less written about, out just as important, are the 
fascist trio’s schemes for anti-American assaults from 
Spanish fascist territory.

“Through the device of proxies 
and otherwise, the then officials of 
such companies were found to oc- 
cupy, as the Armstrong Report puts 
it, ‘unassailable positions’ and to 
exercise ‘despotic powers’ over the 
companies. 

“Only ah extremely insignificant 
number of policyholders exercised 
their right to vote. The Armstrong 
Committee stated that the most fer- 
tile source of abuses in life insur- 
ance administration had been the 
sense of irresponsibility of the offi- 
cials then in power. That was in 
1906.” 

The 308 recognized American in- 
surance companies have piled up 2 
profit of $20,990,000 in the last 20 
years, Davenport said. 

Since 1890 these companies have 
registered a growth of 2,500 per cent 
while the nation’s population in- 
creased only 100 per cent, he added. 

The SEC. Economist declared 
that six companies control 569 per 
cent of the total assets of the in- 
surance business and that all are 
concentrated in the New York area. 

In 1937, he said, the income of 
the 308 insurance companies was 
only slightly less than the total in- 
come of the government of the 
United States. 

The insurance companies in that 
year had an income which was 75 
per cent of the total national m- 
come of all the people in the United 
States. 


Murphy Sets Up 
Special Unit for 
Business Frauds 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6 (UP).— 
Attorney General Frank Murphy 
today established another new Jus- 
tice Department unit, a commercial 
frauds division to handle violations 
of the Securities Act of 1933 and th® 
Securities and Exchange Act of 1934. 

It was the second new justice 
unit set up by Murphy within a few 
days. Last week he established a 
Civil Liberties unit to investigate 
and prosecute civil rights violations. 

Murphy appointed J. Albert Woll, 
special assistant to the Attorney 
General, as head of the new Com- 
mercial Frauds unit. 

“It is the purpose of the unit to 
facilitate closer cooperation of all 
Federal agencies in an effort to curb 
commercial frauds.” Murphy said. 
“I am pleased to state that Hon. 
James A. Farley, Postmaster Gen- 
eral, and Hon. William O. Douglas, 
chairman of the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission, have assured 
me of their full cooperation.”

HOW DO YOU FEEL? 


What to Do 
For Pyorrhea 


Pyorrhea is a disease of the 
gums and supporting tissues of the 
teeth. The most common causes 
are: 

1. Unclean and neglected mouth. 

2. Unbalanced occlusion or irregu- 
larities in the bite, causing undue 
strain on some or all teeth. 

3. Faulty dentistry, such as poor- 
ly restored fillings and crowns, 
poorly designed and constructed 
bridgework. 

4. Failure to replace missing teeth 
causing adjacent and opposing 
teeth to drift toward the space; 
this produces an improper inter- 
locking with opposite teeth during 
chewing and results in an addi- 
tional strain on these teeth, pro- 
ducing loosening and possible loss. 

5. Infectious diseases may attack 
the bony structure supporting the 
teeth. 

6. Diet. 

One of the first signs of pyorrhea 
is bleeding gums caused by poor 
circulation of blood, in that area. 
It is usually caused by lack of 
Cleanliness, allowing food particles 
wnd tartar to collect around the 
vecks of the teeth followed by the 
frowth of germs. The gums lose 
iheir pink color, become red and 
ater almost purple. Later pus can 
be expressed from the gums on 
slight pressure. A bad odor is usu- 
ally present in the mouth in this 
age. Pain may, or may not, be 
present.

An im- 
mediate visit to the dentist and 
home treatments prescribed by him 
will produce the desired results; 
even in the later stages most of 
ne cases are curable. 

Although the early stages of this 
lisease are easily treated by the 
average dentist, the la 
should be treated only by 
ist for pyorrheic conditions.
